In the largest rally held atCSUS 
since 1974, political activist Tom 
Hayden yesterday calied President 
Carter's push to reinstate draft 
registration an attempt to “use you 
as Chips in an international game 
of nuclear poker 

Many of you, I'm sure, would 
fign' for our country if you were 
convinced it was in our national 
interest,” Hayden told the 1,200 to 
1,500 on - lookers. “But I'm sure 
you would not fight for the petrol - 
chemical industry or the 
Pentagon 

You can stop a war. You can 
topple anyone who tries to shove a 
war down your throat,” Hayden 
chair of the Campaign for 
Economic Democracy, told the 
peaceful crowd 

Hayden attributed the res- 
surection of the draft registration 
to domestic presidential politics 
Saying “war and the draft is good 
for what ails the presidency,” and 
restoration of those who were in 
power during the Coid War and 
Vietnam, is a “palace coup.” “The 
most ominous’ reason for reinstat- 
ing registration he said is that “an 
energy economy overly dependent 
on oil (the United States) is out of 
control 

“I'm afraid we are going into a 
second cold war, a third world war 
and a first nuclear war.” Hayden 
warned 

“One thing we should be very 
caretul about is the argument over 
whether women should be 


drafted,” Miriarn Davis, from Sac 
ramento Women's Collective. said 
opening the raily. “Of course 
women should not be drafted — no 
one should be drafted 

‘It seems very peculiar to me 
that the people who will decide the 
draft issue, will, none of them 
themselves have to be drafted

“High school students 

work against it, because they're going to be 

e the ones paying the tuition two or three years down 

the road when they make it to college ” 


received the raise untii January 
The raise boosted Cannam's mon- 
thly salary to $3,611 monthly, giv- 
ing him a yearly salary of $43,322 

The CSUS Foundation is a non - 
profit organization which ad- 
ministers grants and gifts to the 
university 

Canham sent a memo typed by 
his wife to the payroll clerk, ac- 
cording to a story in Friday's Sac- 
ramento Union, ordering ret- 
raction of the raise The memo was 
dated Oct. 9, but was not received 
by the foundation until Jan. 22. the 
Union reported 

Board members told the Hornet 
they did not know what happened 
fo the memo 

The salary increase was 
granted after gaining approval 
from two of three members of the 
board's executive committee, and 
has since been “voluntarily re- 
jected” by Canham, according to 
University Relations Director 
Chuck McFadden 

‘The pay raise was handled in 
accordance with existing rules 
said Johns. Johns added he 
thought the rules should be 
changed to give raises so they 
would no longer be administered 
by the three - member executive 
committee that makes the 
decision. It was Johns who op- 
posed the raise because the 
decision was made while he was

California's taxpayers earn $30,000 or more per 
year, Devich explained the significance this would 
have for Jarvis li, proposition 9 on the June ballot 
which would cut state personal income taxes in half 

“That 14 percent, if Jarvis {i passes, will accrue 54 
percent of the benefits,” Devich reasoned. “So, if | 
were a middie - income parent of high school 
Students, | would be horrified. If Jarvis {i passes I'm 
going to spend more to send my kids to college than 
the amount of money I'm going ta save on my taxes.” 

Devic said CSSA, the statewide lobbying agent 
for the 300,000 students on the 19 CSUC Campuses, 
would fight Jarvis ti with educational campaigns and 
4 voter registration drive 

in regards to CSSA's effectiveness in lobbying for 
other issues which concern students Devich s id it 
depends on what the issue is and who is being lob- 


board 

There was also a review of 
Student applications to the board 
including the application of former 
senator Ruth Brisso.

Marijuana smoking could be 
related to cancer, bronchitis and 
emphysema as well as adversely 
affecting driving, reproduction 
and hormone development, said 
Dr. Norman Doorenbos Friday ina 
speech at CSUS 

“Marijuana smoke does most of 
the things to the human body that 
smoking cigarettes does,” 
Docrenbos said 


eB Doorenbos said there were only 


3,000 cases of lung cancer in 1931 
but that 87,000 are expected to die 
of the disease this year. He added 
the increase of tumors was only 
among smokers 


“Lung cancer will shortly move 
in first place in diseases that kill 
women,” he said 

Doorenbos said even though 
marijuana smokers may smoke 
fewer ‘joints’ than cigarette 
smokers, they are at greater risk 
because marijuana smoke con- 
tains higher levels of cancer - 
causing agents than tobacco. He 
added there is greater risk for 
those who smoke both 

Doorenbos is dean of the 
cotiege of science at Southern In- 
diana University at Carbondale, 
and the first person in the United 
States to be granted license to 
grow marijuana. He grew over 300 
varieties of the drug on his 20 acre

Gangerous are also present with 
marijuana, but loss of memory 
delays decisions so that a driver is 
likely to “keep on going,” without 
attempting to avoid the accident 

Doorenbos said one town that 
kept records found 20 percent of 
their accidents to be marijuana 
related 

in addition, Doorenbos said 
that marijuana also affects ONA 
RNA, and protein synthesis 
Among its other effects are sup- 
pressive of formation of poly - pep- 
tide bonds forming women's hor- 
mones, inhibition of male hor- 
mones in the offspring of mari- 
juana smokers, sperm  sup- 
pression, decrease in prenatal sur- 
vival and an increase in spon- 
taneous abortions and infant mor- 
tality and breast development in 
some males (possibly caused by 
synthesis of marijuana com- 
pounds into the female hormone 
estrogen) 


Doorenbos said a woman who 
smokes marijuana, “might not 
have grandchildren by her son 

Doorenbos quoted one 
Cleveland pediatrician who 
observed fatigue, interrupted eat- 
ing and sleeping habits and 
reduced performance in school 
and sports activities.

drug,” Doorenbos said, “and with 
any drug you will see bizarre 
unusual effects.” 

Docrenbos said marijuana 
research is beginning to reach 
credibility, noting that reliable 
research began to surface after 
1970 when testabie marijuana from 
his farm began reaching resear- 
chers. Also, they no longer were 
depending on the word of users 
who got high in experiments with 
inactive marijuana 

In addition, Doorenbos said 
research is wronafully discounted 
for injecting laboratory animals 
with more drugs than numans 
ingest. He explained the animals 
are given higher levels of the drug 
to get enough of a blood level of 


the drug over their higher 
metabolism 

Doorenbos said marijuana has 
biological properties useful in the 


treatment of nausea caused by 
chemotherapy, glaucoma and as 
thma 

For every possible use of a 
canniboid (marijuana related 
drug) we have drugs in use today 
added Doorenbos 

When you put this. ali 
together,” said Doorenbos, “it's my

Of course, the Lumberjacks had 
a scoring machine by the name of 
Dary! Westmoreland who. in ad- 
dition to being the second leading 
scorer in the conference and the 
fifth leading free throw shooter in 
the country, went 10 for 13 from 
the field and 9 of 10 from the line 
for a game high 29 points 





That's not to say that he beat the 
Hornets all by himself, because 
although Sacramento shot a better 
team percentage from the field, it 
was the Lumberjacks control of the 
boards that allowed them to get off 
more shots than the Hornets.

With a story like this, a flawless 
portrayal by Sellers and a sur- 
rounding crew of talented actors, 
the film just can't go wrong.

Fowler felt the 
fact that the officer jived on 
Pickpocket Lane was worthy of 
note Ironic maybe, but it does not 
justify another one of the author's 
overused exclamation points 

Fowler tries to lend credibility to 
the reports with footnotes. The 

notes, however, refer to “personal 
files 

To a science fiction lover. the 

book and some of the sightings are 
a disappointment, and not half as 
impressive as many of the science 
fiction - UFO books flooding the 
market. It is not, however 
“overwhelming evidence of a visit 
to earth by inielligent life” as the 
cover suggests 
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materiais.

| grants to the foundation, an aux- 
iliary university organization, were 
in. jeopardy due to mis- 
management on the part of Foun- 
tion Executive Director David 
m, Feich said. The em- 
ployees a'so wanted a say in per- 
sonnei policy, she added 

Ja resporise to charges of mis- 
management, Canham claims he 
was never presented any request 
or accusation by the employees. 
He said the reason for the em- 
pigoyees unionizing is strictly finan- 
cial, a way to get higher wages. 
“My sole concern now, is the

“| think the administrators like 
to squeal,” Devich said, in ex- 
plaining why that perception con- 
tinues. “When we pressure them 
they like to be the squeaky wheel 
and say you people (CSSA) are 
always threatening us. They react 
overly to the threat of it, because 
that makes us less likely to carry 
out the threat. | think they try to 
manipulate us. If they accuse us of 
being end - runners, they'll give us 
a reputation — a bad name — and 
we won't be as effective.” 

Devich said when CSSA works 
on issues which threaten the 
authority of the administration or 
the faculty they are fought 
immediately. He cited students on 
faculty rentention, tenure and 
promotion committees as an ex- 
ample. The board of irustees over- 
turned their previous decision to 
allow students on those com- 
mittees at their January meeting 

“Students have a very definite 
place in the faculty personne! 
process,” Devich said. “Students 
have the view from the trenches 
The students in the classroom are 
able to witness the day - by - day 
fulfillment of the professional 
obligation. | think that students 
should have a definite role in the 
personnel process 


“However, that does not extend, 
in my mind, to voting rights 
Students are not competent to 
judge many of the areas upon 
which the faculty members are 
judged. | don't think that students 
are qualified academicaily to judge 
the scholarly activity of their 
professors,” Devich added, noting 
that research and scholarly activity 
represents a third of the RTP 
process 

On the issue of collective 
bargaining for associated students 
empioyees, Devich said he is op- 
posed at the present time. He ex- 
plained that his reason for op- 
posing it was that the student 
government fee has been limited to 
$20 since 1954. Devich added that 
he would favor higher sataries for 
student employees if that $20 ceil- 
ing were lifted 

“This is all home - spun 
philosophy because | don't have to 
deal with the problem,” Devich 
continued, explaining that 
Bakersfield has only five em- 
pioyees, all of whom are empioyed 
part - time. “| would think that the 
employees for an associated 
students organization would feel 
that they weren't just working in a 
job, but that they were working in 
the student movement — someth- 
ing that | hold very dear 

“On my campus,” Devich 
added, “we don't have stipends for 
student body officers. | don't get 
paid a dime for what i do. | enjoy 
doing it. it’s important, more im- 
portant than me. The Satisfaction 
that | derive, | would hope that AS 
employees could share in.”

A new computer, to be instalied 
at CSUS by June, will benefit 
students faculty and ad- 
ministrators here and on six other 
CSUC campuses, according to 
campus Officials 

“The impact is going to be 
dramatic,” said Dr John Miles. 
director of computer services. ‘it 


will be a remarkably complete 
facility, the largest in the CSUC 
system.’
